Senator Ja y P. Rolison J r told The F reem an today that he 
think s the tide has turned against a jetport at Stewart Field 
in Newburgh. 
Rolison based his assessm ent on rem aik s made by Gov . 
Rock efeller at a press conference in Albany last week . " I 
think he’s back ing off,” Rolison said, referring to Rock efel­ 
le r’s statem ent at that press conference that it might tak e as 
long as 20 y ears to dev elop the ietpnrt 
Rock efeller also said. “ Tins (the jetport) has got to be 
something that isn't built all at once. It’s got to grow with 
the dem and.” 
Prev ious to Rock efeller's press conference, Rolison said 
he had the v otes in the Senate to defeat a req uest by 
Rock efeller for $30 million to buy 11.000 acres surrounding 
the form er Air Force base and harden its runway s. That 
proposal is currently in the Finance Committee of the sen 
ate. Rolison say s he hopes it doesn't come to the floor for a 
v ote. 
“ Virtually all of the area legislators are up in 
arm s 
about it,” (the jetport), Rolison said. "T h ey ’re all opposed 
to it. They were nev er consulted either by the gov ernor or 
by the MTA (M etropolitan T ransit Authority ). 
Rolison chairs the Authorities Com mittee of the State Sen­ 


ate hav ing jurisdiction ov er the MTA which under Rock c 
feller’s proposal would hav e dev eloped the jetport. 
The Dutchess Ulster Republican has filed a bill ,which 
will be debated in the Senate nex t week req uiring the MTA 
to hold public hearings on any project in the project area. 
“ Our ex perience is that the MTA doesn't tell any one any 
thing about what they 're 
intending 
to do," Rolison said. 
“ They act in a completely arbitrary m anner.” 
"This bill will hold them accountable to both the people 
and the representativ es of any area in which they intend to 
build." 
Rolison had prev iously stated that he felt he had the v otes 
(in the senate) to defeat Rock efeller’s proposal for the jet 
port at Newburgh. "All the area legislators are opposed to 
it." he said, "and there are serious objections among other 
senators." 
Rolison said the env ironm ental q uestion was perhaps the 
most im portant but that there was also the fart that there 
is a growing feeling that the state should spend its money on 
what he term ed "hum an needs.” "The total cost could run 
as high as a billion dollars." Rolison asserted. "The $30 mil 
lion Rock efeller is ask ing for would only be a down pay 
m ent.” 
i 
As far as the v ote in the Senate goes, if it conies to that, 
Rolison ex pects strong support from dow nstair senators. "We 
k illed the Ry e Oy ster Bay Bridge only last m onth." he said. 
"T here is a feeling (in the senate) that y ou hav e to help y our 


fellow legislators in matters that concern their (respectiv e) 
a re as." 
Rolison also surmises that the m ajor airlines don’t w ant 
a jetport at Newburgh, either. 
"T he general area of the 
Hudson Valley just does not m eet the criteria which air­ 
lines feel are essential," Rolison said, mentioning the dis­ 
tance from New York City (m ore than 60 miles) and the need 
for fast transit to New York City . "T he people won't use it," 
Rolison said. "They won’t go to Newburgh." 
Rolison also noted the 
weather 
conditions, 
ex pressing 
doubt that the Federal Aeronautics Administration would ap­ 
prov e Newburgh for an airport. “ Com mercial flights hav e 
to come in ev ery day under all w eather conditions. 
It's 
true the Air Force used it for y ears hut the req uirem ents of 
the Air Force are entirely different than those of the FAA. 
The Air Force could shut down operations on a bad (w eath­ 
er) day ." 
Rolison does see the area as the site of a new cargo air­ 
port serv icing the metropolitan area and thus reliev ing some 
of the air traffic around New York City . 
"1 feel we hav e the situation pretty well under control," 
Rolison concluded. “ We can build a cargo airport at New­ 
burgh that would assist the economy of the area without the 
m ajor problems that a jetport would create." 
Rolison’* bill on the MTA is ex pected to come to the 
Senate floor on Monday . It’s fate could be a good indicator 
of the future of a jetport at Newburgh.

Tht past two years hive been hard on the poor. Du r­ 
ing the ’60s, there was an average decline of poor peo­ 
ple of 4.9 per cent. Bu t the Censu s Bu reau report* that 
between 1969 and 1970 the nu mber of living in poverty 
actu ally grew by 5.1 per cent. That meant there were 
1.2 million more poor in the cou ntry. 
Of cou rse, the official level of poverty has increased 
in the last dor.en years. 
That cou ld have something 
to do with the increased nu mber of poor. Bu t at the be­ 
ginning of the 1960s. abou t 22 per cent were considered to 
be living in poverty. Between 1969 and 1970. the ratio 
considered living in poverty was 13 per cent of the popu ­ 
lation. While this ratio was lower, the nu mber of poor, 
becau se of popu lation growth, was 25.5 million. 
The acale by which poverty is officially fixed changes 
from year to year according to changes in the consu mer 
price index. The nu mber also varies with the u nemploy­ 
ment figu re. In the mid ’60s, for instance, the nu mber 
living in poverty rose to 36 million becau se of high u n­ 
employment. Last year, with u nemployment at 4 9 per 
cent, the nu mber of poor was pu t at 25 million. The cu r­ 
rent 6.1 per cent u nemployment figu re will raise the nu m­ 
ber living in poverty for this year. 
Tht poverty level at the start of 1976 was an income 
of $3.944 for a family of fou r, $3.721 for 1969. This year's 
level has not been fixed. Bu t the figu res are mislead 
ing. becau se those living in poverty this year inclu de en­ 
gineers and technicians, temporarily u nemployed, who 
normally cannot be regarded as poor by any stretch of 
the imagination. 


Blig hted Liv es 


Overcrowded, antiqu ated, u nderstaffed reformatories 
are “du mping grou nds” and “ baby sitting warehou ses" 
that doom delinqu ent children to blighted fu tu res for 
minor offenses, a Senate su bcommittee wa* told by some 
of the children themselves. They were brou ght to testify 
by su perintendent* of their institu tions as examples of 
the kind of teenage you ngster* those official* felt shou ld 
not be incarcerated for minor offense*. 
A 16-year old boy told of being committed to an In­ 
diana state reformatory for stealing 76 cent*. A 17-year- 
old girl said she was sent u p for carrying a can of beer 
down a small town mam street on a Satu rday night. 
Abou t the most seriou s misdemeanor reported was petty 
shoplifting 
Su perintendents of Indiana reformatories, one for 
girls, the other for bovs. testified that retarded children 
were passed in bu cket-bngade fashion from families to 
welfare agencies to state mental hospital* to foster homes 
and finally to state reformatories, where they received 
minimal edu cation, mental and physical health care and 
job training. 
Their plea was that there ou ght to be less costly bu t 
remedial resou rces other than expensive, closed, insti­ 
tu tional care for these retarded and for delinqu ent chil­ 
dren. The problem is not confined to any itate. It is 
national and demand* an answer that will take care of all 
su ch children in the nation. 


There will be a moderate recovery in the economy 
this year, the bu siness cou ncil of top corporate execu tives 
predicts. It will be late 1972 before the u nemployment 
rate will break throu gh five per cent. This is not as con 
fident as the Nixon administration hoped, bu t it is in the 
right direction, and may catch u p by the national elec 
tion. 


The U.S. Fou rth Circu it Cou rt of Appeals u pheld the 
right of the Mayor of Ashville, N. C., to impose a cu r 
few after a clash between police and black high school 
stu dents, saying it wou ld be highly inappropriate to su b 
stitu te its ju dgment of necessity.

their

Marxist Leninist precepts, as 
their natu ral political ally.

Baku nin was the father of

with it is immoral and u n 
ju st." Sou nd familiar? 
Lenin 
borrowed many

However, once in power he 
soon realized that anarchism 
w.as a greater threat to his

single ou tboard motor cou ghs, 
splu tters and spits as mu ch 
organic carbon pollu tion into 
the water in 24 hou rs as the 
sewerage 
from 
a 
neigh 
borhood of 400 persons. 
Up to 30 per cent of the 
fu el u sed in ou tboards, ac­ 
cording to the stu dy, actu ally 
is 
spewed 
into 
the 
water. 
Mu ltiplying this by the total 
consu mption 
o f 
ou tboard 
motors in this cou ntry gives 
the staggering dimensions o( 
the pollu tion problem: 
more 
than 100 million gallons of oil 
and 
gas 
pou red 
into 
ou r 
streams and lakes and along 
ou r coast lines. 
Many 
bodies 
of 
water 
simply don't contain enou gh 
bacteria to consu me the gu sh 
of oil and gas. The residu e 
fou ls the shorelines, kills fish, 
pollu tes drinking water and 
greases the skins of swim­ 
mers. 
The stu dy has been con­

From May 14 to September

Not even a fu ll 
represen­ 
tation cou ld be mu stered from 
the 
slates. 
Delegates 
from 
only nine were present at the 
opening. Later, 12 states were 
represented. 
To 
paraphrase 
Winston Chu rchill, never have 
so many owed so mu ch to 
so few. 
The 
delegates’ 
mace 
had 
been a long time at the forge. 
Cornwallis 
su rrendered 
at. 
Yorktown 
in 
1781. 
Bu t the 
British did not fu lly evacu ate 
New 
York 
u ntil 
1783. 
For 
awhile 
at 
Philadelphia 
it 
looked as if politics wou ld he 
the king of the mou ntain. Bu t 
the delegates knew they were 
dealing with ou r prayers, ou r 
hearts, ou r hopes, ou r hu man 
secu rity. 
A l e x a n d e r 
Hamilton 
prepared the su mmons for the 
delegates. 
They 
were 
ap 
pointed by all states except 
R b od e 
Island. 
Benjamin 
Franklin, 81. victoriou s in the 
triu mph of his common sense 
and looking rather pale bu t 
perky, 
was 
the 
oldest. 
Nicholas 
Gilman 
of 
New 
Hampshire, 
32. 
was 
the 
you ngest. George Washington, 
impressive 
and 
formidable, 
was nominated to preside. 
There had been attempts to 
pe r s u 
a d e Washington to 
become 
king, 
su pported 
by 
the army, and attempts to 
invite the you ngest son of the 
British sovereign. George III, 
to 
ru le 
this u nenergrtic an 
d i s i l l u 
s i on e d land. Or, 
preposterou sly enou gh, 
were 
we 
to 
become 
dependents 
u nder the French monarchy? 
At one 
moment 
Napoleon 
himself liked that idea. Ex­ 
pecting 
to 
at 
least 
visit 
America, Napoleon, throu gh a 
brother, 
actu ally 
bou ght 
a 
hou se here. The hou se was 
near 
Watertown. 
N.Y., 
and 
still stands today. 
‘ ‘ P r oc l a i m 
1 i h e r ty 
throu ghou t all the land and 
u nto 
all 
the 
inhabitants 
thereof." These words appear 
on the crown of the Liberty 
Be 1 1 . 
Bu t 
when 
the 
Revolu tionary War ended, the 
feeling 
of common 
danger 
was 
lost. 
Mu ch 
American 
anxiety 
for 
ou r 
fu ll 
in­ 
dependence was lost with it. 
For eight long years, from 
1781 
throu gh 
1789, 
this 
situ ation grew more and more 
desperate. The delegates were 
patiently picking u p the stones 
which had shattered ou r new 


nation’s window panes. And 
they 
knew 
all 
greatness 
begins with a dream. 
On 
May 
28. 
1787. 
the 
delegates began writing the 
ru les of 
the 
United 
States 
Government. The Constitu tion 
was signed September 17, to 
be ratified by the states. The 
Magna Charta made England 
a legal not a regal cou ntry. 
The roots of ou r Revolu tion, 
in tu rn, were in the political 
rights of the British people, 
asserted su ccessfu lly in the 
first English Civil War and 
in their Revolu tion of 1888. 
The great Britisher Edmu nd 
Bu rke was alive. He said: 
“ Men are qu alified for civil 
liberty only in proportion to 
their disposition to pu t chains 
o n 
their 
appetites. 
In­ 
temperate. u nreasonable men 
cannot be free. Their passions 
forge 
their 
fetters.” 
He 
w a r n e d 
against 
people's 
emphasis 
on 
their 
rights 
rather 
than 
their 
respon­ 
sibility: that freedom withou t 
responsibility is license, and 
this 
leads toward 
anarchy. 
Only as we learn and practice 
self discipline can we become 
tru ly free. 
The delegates knew there 
(mu st be. newly expressed, a 
set of fu ndamental American 
principles—u niqu e in all the 
world—with definitions of the 


people's powers and privileges 
bu t 
also 
of 
the 
people’* 
responsibilities. 
Realizing that tyranny is 
easy and anarchy is equ ally 
easy—the two ends of the 
pole—bu t that self government 
is the 
hardest 
of all, 
the 
delegates

TH E U L S IE R A R F E R IA L — That road may yet 
become a major political issue, in this year’s campaign. 
All the signs point to it. 
It surfaced ever so slightly at the April meeting of 
the Council during the debate over the proposed Midtown 
Shopping Mall. Mrs. Flo Ludlow, ihe representative from 
the Fourth Ward, wanted Mayor Koenig to take a public 
position on the Mall, indicating that he had failed to do 
same on the Ulster Arterial. 
Mrs. Ludlow’s statement on the arterial might just as 
well fallen on deaf ears. There were no takers, not even 
from the quiet quartet, the Council’s foui Republicans. 
Thursday night was a different story. The debate began 
rather obliquely with Emillio Primo, the Eighth Ward 
Demo, asking if the Arterial Route Committee was still 
legally in existence. 
Prime’s question was well taken, the committee having 
been ‘‘relieved of its duties" last year when the full Council 
voted to approve the arterial. Relieving a committee of 
its duties is not all that uncommon in the Common Council. 
It is a maneuver designed to get an issue out of com­ 
mittee to the Council floor for a vote when members of 
that committee will not sign a committee report approving 
whatever the committee is reporting on. 
Primo wanted to know if the Council had in fact legis­ 
lated his committee out of existence by relieving it of its 
duties. Not so, said Corporation Council Aaron Klein. 
Primo, as the newly resurrected chairman of the Arterial 
Route Committee, then got to the business at hand: One 
Freeman article published on Wednesday. 
Basically what the article said was that the state had 
some changes in mind for the northern end of the arterial 
in the Town of Ulster just bevond the city line. 
That didn’t quite jive with what Nicholas Si n a cor i, 
district engineer for the state department of transporta­ 
tion, told the aldermen last year.

All the signs point to a stickv situation for the city. 
Anyone who reads the papers knows that the state is strap­ 
ped for cash. What better'Way to save money than to 
deep-six the multi-million dollar Ulster Arterial? 
I hen the city would he “ left holding the hag,” to quote 
Clifford G. Sinsabaugh, lOtli W ard Demo, who also hap­ 
pens to he head of the Urban Renewal Committee. Sinsa- 
haugh was making reference to the fact that the city's 
two urban renewal projects are tied into the highway for 
non-cash financing. Reduced to its simplrst terms that means 
if the city doesn’t gei the road it does get a hill from the 
federal government for several million dollars for its share 
of urban renewal. 
Ihe situation at this point looks grim, assuming Hie 
the state’s statements about a study of the situation for 
several years are merely a prelude to a graceful exit. 
But then, one can look at it through Mike Perry’s rose- 
colored glasses. Perry, the Seventh Ward alderman, thinks 
we should leave well enough alone. It’s not our problem, 
Perry says, it’s the town of Ulster’s. 
Besides, Perry says, you can’t believe everything you 
read in the papers. 
Fortunately, there is only one Mike Perry in the Com­ 
mon Council. Ihose aldermen who recognize that smoke 
precedes fire will he busy for the next few days (weeks) 
checking out just where the city stands in those new arterial 
plans. 
C O U N C IL C A P E R S — Ernie Smith is a nice guy. And 
the city’s sealer of weights and measures does a conscien­ 
tious job. At least we came away with that impression 
after an extensive interview with him on his duties several 
months ago.
